Residence  Hall  Dedicated 


''This  dedication  of  Padua  Hall,  bringing  to  the  Quincy 
College  campus  the  chief  executive  of  the  700  year  old 
world-wide  Order  of  Friars  Minor,  is  no  ordinary  occasion. 
It  brings  him  to  us  at  a  most  crucial  juncture  in  history 
when  Vatican  II  in  union  with  men  of  good  will  every- 
where has  launched  a  human  and  Christian  renewal  of  the 
Church,  of  the  Orders,  of  world  civilization  itself,"  the  Rev. 
Pacific  Hug,  O.F.M.,  Ph.D.,  said  in  the  main  address  of 
the  dedication  of  Padua  Hall,  new  residence  hall  for  men. 

The  religious  ceremonial  was  performed  by  the  Most  Rev- 
erend Constantine  Koser,  O.F.M.,  S.T.D.,  vicar  general 
of  the  entire  Franciscan  Order,  immediately  preceding  the 
dedication  program  held  in  the  lower  level  recreational 
center  of  the  men's  residence  hall. 

The  Rev.  Gabriel  Brinkman,  O.F.M.,  Ph.D.,  college 
president,  served  as  master  of  ceremonies,  and  welcomed 
the  visiting  dignitaries,  civic  officials,  local  clergy  and  sisters, 
as  well  as  the  student  body. 

Mark  Cummings,  president  of  the  student  senate,  spoke  in 
behalf  of  the  students,  and  said,  "What  we  learn  here  un- 


der the  Franciscan  Fathers  will  be  carried  with  us  through- 
out our  lives.  It  is  certainly  a  rare  honor  for  us  to  meet 
first-hand  the  head  of  the  Order  who  has  made  these  edu- 
cational facilities  available  to  us." 

Words  of  welcome  from  the  city  were  expressed  by  the 
Honorable  Wes  Olson,  mayor  of  Quincy  and  words  of  ap- 
preciation for  having  the  hall  dedicated  in  his  honor,  were 
spoken  by  the  Very  Rev.  Eligius  Weir,  O.F.M.,  presently 
guardian  of  St.  Francis  Retreat  house  in  Oakbrook.  As  a 
gesture  of  gratitude  for  the  continued  aid  Fr.  Eligius  gave 
to  the  college  while  serving  as  minister  provincial,  a 
bronze  plaque  has  been  erected  in  the  main  lobby  of  Padua 
Hall,  in  his  lasting  memory. 

The  Very  Rev.  Germain  Schwab,  O.F.M.,  S.T.D.,  minister 
provincial  of  the  St.  Louis-Chicago  province,  also  spoke 
and  said,  "Many  great  persons  have  labored  at  the  college 
during  more  than  a  century  of  educational  effort,  but,  one 
fact  has  prevailed— the  same  spirit  impelling  the  early 
Franciscans  to  place  a  great  importance  on  higher  edu- 
cation, also  remains  today."

The  Rev.  Gabriel  Brinkman,  O.F.M.,  president,  con- 
ferred an  honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree  upon  the 
vicar  general  citing  his  "spirit  of  learning  as  a  theolo- 
gy professor  and  as  the  director  of  the  entire  Order  of 
Friars  Minor  in  a  time  of  renewal." 

In  his.  response  Father  Koser  expressed  pleasure  for 
the  chance  to  visit  the  seminary  and  the  college  and 
gratitude  for  the  academic  honor  extended  him.  He 
referred  to  the  work  of  Quincy  College  as  "timely  and 
thoroughly  Franciscan"  and  indicated  that  "today  is 
an  age  when  the  need  for  education  and  personal  de- 
velopment is  acutely  felt  and  there  has  arisen  a  special 
demand  for  a  genuine,  whole-hearted  apostolate  of 
higher  education." 

Father  Koser  expressed  approval  of  the  "vigor  and 
versatility  with  which  the  apostolate  of  education  is 
pursued  at  Quincy  College." 


Mayor  Wes  Olson  of  Quincy  welcomed  Fr.  Koser  to  the  city  and  the  college.

During  the  regular  season,  the  Hawks  notched  an  11 — 0 
record  against  major  and  small  universities  and  colleges,  and 
completed  their  second  undefeated  season  since  taking  up  the 
sport  in  1964. 

Quincy's  perfect  season  included  a  2—1  upset  of  the  N.C.A.A. 
champion  St.  Louis  University,  who  contended  for  its  sixth 
national  crown  in  eight  years,  and  well  as  victories  over  Iowa 
State,  Notre  Dame,  and  University  of  Illinois.

Both  faculty  and  student  research  are  integral  parts  of  this  department.  Supervised 
student  research  included  studies  on  photosynthetic  bacteria,  enteric  bacteria  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  mastitis,  comparative  soils,  rhabdites  of  dumbcane  and  survey  of 
local  mosquitoes. 

Faculty  research  sponsored  by  grants  included  the  effects  of  floods  on  springtails, 
another  on  CO2  fixation  in  sulfate-reducing  bacteria,  and  field  study  in  Puerto  Rico. 

The  department  also  cooperated  closely  with  the  Adams  County  Health  department 
in  a  pilot  mosquito  survey  project  which  will,  hopefully,  be  greatly  expanded  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years. 

In  addition,  the  department  received  two  grants  for  purchase  of  equipment  in  an  im- 
provement program.

A  program  notable  for  breadth  depth  of  musical  experiences  faced  the  music  students. 
Among  vocal  groups  were  the  mixed  chorus  of  60  voices,  concert  choir  of  20  superior 
voices,  men's  glee  club,  women's  glee  club  and  chant  choir. 

Instrumental  music  included  45  piece  wind  ensemble,  brass  quintet  and  woodwind 
quintet.

In  this  field,  opportunities  are  unlimited  because  there 
are  at  least  120,000  jobs  open  for  librarians  today  in  a 
wide  variety  of  positions.  Some  specialize  in  certain  areas 
such  as  reference,  cataloging;  others  at  certain  levels 
such  as  high  school  librarians,  public  librarians,  college 
librarians;  others  as  specialists  in  government  libraries, 
art  or  music  libraries,  or  for  certain  companies  such  as 
cosmetics,  rubber,  steel. 

Two  important  courses,  reading  guidance  for  children, 
and  reading  guidance  for  young  people,  were  concerned 
with  selection,  evaluation,  and  appreciation  of  litera- 
ture, and  methods  of  reading  in  keeping  with  needs, 
interests  and  ability. 

Courses  in  reference  work  were  particularly  beneficial, 
and  frequently  library  science  students  who  have  taken 
these  courses  helped  other  students  in  the  library. 

Two  courses  in  processing  library  materials  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  library  were  basic  to  the  studies  of 
the  future  librarian;  students,  after  taking  these  courses, 
often  work  in  the  library  applying  the  principles  set 
forth  in  the  courses. 

The  majority  of  those  taking  courses  in  library  science 
work  in  some  library,  usually  the  college  library,  and 
put  to  practice  what  they  have  studied.

1.  Communists  Take  A  Walk— On  October  12th,  Soviet  Bloc 
UN  delegates  took  their  customary  "walk"  as  Nationalist  China 
Ambassador,  Liu  Chieh,  addressed  the  General  Assembly. 

2.  First  Lady  Listens— Mrs.  Ferdinand  Marcos,  First  Lady  of 
the  Philippines,  listens  to  her  husband,  President  Marcos,  ad- 
dress the  UN  General  Assembly  during  a  state  visit  in  Sep- 
tember. 

3.  Secretary  Seeks  Facts— During  a  fact-finding  mission  to  Viet 
Nam  on  October  10th,  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  McNamara 
confers  with  U.S.  Commander,  Gen.  Wm.  Westmoreland.  It 
was  McNamara's  eighth  visit  to  Viet  Nam.
